FRENCH SCHOONER, 

Seventy Fishermen Perish at the Result of 
a Collision With an lccborg—Only 
Pour Survivors Pick Up—They Be. 
came Delirious After Eating a Comrade,

ches found floating about on the ocean 
St. 
Pierre on Tuesday by the schooner Vic- 
tor Pugene has been able to tell the 
tale of shipwreck and horror through 
which he and his companions have just 
passed. , 

The Valiant carried a crew of twenty 
men, and had also aboard fifty-four 
fishermen, who were to engage in the 
colony during the season and return 
to their families in France in the fall. 
The brigantine was heavily laden with 
food supplies and fishing gear, and 
was a staunch little craft. She made 
good weather untilApril 14, when an 
immense ice floe was sighted near 
Flemish cape, a giant rock in the 
ocean, 100 miies off St. John’s, and a 
heavy fog came up. (Wilth the fear of 
striking the ice floe in the thick fog (it 
that many of 


the seventy-four men turned into 


their bunks at night. 

The fate, the fear of which had 
troubled them, came to him at about 
midnight in impenetrable darkness and 
fog. The brigantine and an iceberg 
crashed together, without warning 
the impact crushing in the vessel from 
her bow to the foredmast and opening 
the hold to a rush of water that awak- 
ened the iightly sleeping men, and 
sent them scampering half-dressed to 
the deci. 

The men thimed at onoe to the life- 
boats, only fowr in number and mere 
dories, capable of carrying not} more 
than a dozen men each. Men forgot

to secure a place in one of the poor 
little boats, and no heed wns even 
paid to a dozen or more of the com- 
pany who lay dead amd dying in the 
debris resulting from the collision.

The three 
other dories may haye gone dowm, or 
they may mow be floating about upon 
the bosom of the ocean, freighted with 
the dead. 


In the morning the seven men in one 
of the boats found themselves afloat 
with nothing aboard with which to 
sustain life. The three other boats are 
believed to have contained about 
twenty men, and such aswere left of 
board the Valiant perished quickly.

On the fifth day, crazed beyond all 
doubt, they adopted the last frightful 
resort of men in their condition, and 
ate their friend. Then they were de- 
lirious after that. 

It was no the twelfth day of their 
shipwreck that the look-out of the 
fishing schooner Victor Eugene, 
bound for Pierre, saw afar off a speck 
upon the ocean, which later proved to 
be the dory of the Valiant with the 
four miserable men still aboard,

BRICKS OF STRAW. 
— 
With Tar and Formed tnto Cubes 
Under Pressure. 

A Polish newspaper announces a new 
invention made by a Warsaw engin- 
eer, who proposed to the city author- 
ities a quite original material for 
street paving. He uses cubes of com- 
pressed straw instead of the wooden 
| blocks used in some other European 
|countries. The manufacture of these 
straw cubes is on according 

a peculiar process, Straw is cut in 
3 of a certain le wth, impregnated 
with a fluid, the composition of which 
ig a seoret of the inventor, and then 
| pressed in blocks. Dhe inventor buys 
up straw in bales, binds them closely 
together with wire and then immerses 
the entire bundle into a hot solution, 
the smell of which tndicates that sev- 
eral materials like pitch, rosin, tar and 
others of the same kind form part of 
the mixture. These bundles of straw 
remain for a certain length of time 
in the solution and are then subject- 
ed to heavy pressure [in a machine, 
which they leave im the shape of ready 
cubes. According to the inventor this 
poying material is cheaper than wood 
gut om: durable and stronger, and

KEEP YOUR LAMPS CLEAN. 
Persons who live in the country and 
dependent upon {their lamps 
alone for a good light toread or study 
by, should bo interested in the mat- 
ter of getting a bright, steady light 
from them, and a friend who experi- 
mented and tried many methods says at 
last she succeeded in securing what she 
so much desired, a clear, bright light; 
her manner of cleaning them being 
this. She never neglected cleaning 
them a single day; every morning she 
gathered them all and kept her tin 
basin, mops, rags and all in one place, 
and let no one interfere with them. 
Shai first filled all her lamps with the 
best of headlight oil; then she filled 
her tin basin with hot water and dis- 
solved a handful of pearline into the 
water, and washed her chimneys bright 
and clear, and next she plunged her 
burners, wicks and all into the same 
water, adding a little more pearline 
and hot water, and left them in a few 
moment to soak. Then removed, wip- 
ed dry witn 9 seat cioth, and then pol- 
ished chimneys, lamps and brass or 
nickel part with old newspaper, lrim- 
med the wicks carefully and evenly, 
and set in their places, so at night 
there was never a eget to fill or trim 
but instead a beautiful lean lamp, 
polished and shining, with a clear 
steady light to read by. 

Cleanliness is essential else the lamps 
get sticky and mummy, and this meth- 
od of cleaning gave the tamily more 
pleasure than they had ever had. O, 
the pity of baying to fill lamps just 
you need them at night, to stumble 
around in the dark, hunting a match, 
then a pair of scissors to trim the wick, 
and the chimney black with smoke from 
untrimmed wick, and the wick too 
short; perhaps you cannot use this one, 
and try another, only to find another 
as bad; this being no overdrawn pic- 
ture. IL have seen it, not in the best 
or well regulated homes, of course, but 
it was unfortunate, and I don’t won- 
der that the saying is, we page a good 
housekeeper by the way she keeps her 
lamps. It behooves us all to look after 
them carefully, on account of our com- 
fort, but more on account of our eyes 
and general health, for an ill smelling 
coal oil lamp is unhealthy. .S.: H. H.

Save your dry bread—A good way

Sauce 
or same:—One quart sweet milk, one 
cup sugar, enough flour to thicken a 
little, flavor with nutmeg, boil a few 
minutes, serve warm. cf 

Cake for Supper.—Bake a plain cake 
in a dripping pan; while warm cut in 
squares, put in sauce dishes and cover 
with the following sauce: Two table- 
spoonsful cornstarch; dissolve as for 
clothes starch; pour bolling water on 
until it thickens, set on the stove to 
boil with one cup of Se and one 
grated lemon. Serve while warm. 

For Breakfast,—Boil one cup of sago 
ip. the usual way—by putting on water 
while cold, enough to cover it, and let 
it boil thin; beat six eggs with od 
beater, salt and pepper, mix it with 
the sago; pour into a frying pan— 
enough to cover the bottom. When 
done cut in any shape desired and serve 
hnot. 

Whole-wheat Bread.—To make bread 
from whole-wheat flour, scald half a 
pint) of new milk, add to it half a pint 
of water, one teaspoonful each of sugar 
and salt and one tablespoonful of but- 
ter; let cool, add one-half of a cake 
of compressed yeast dissolved in warm 
water, and whole-wheat flour suffici- 
enti to make a thin batter; let stand 
in a warm place until light, add flour 
tomake soft dough, knead well, cover, 
and let stand over night; knead again, 
make into loaves, put into a greased 
van, keep warm for half an hour, and 

mke ina moderate oven for one hour. 


Lemon Pie.—Butter an earthenware 
or granite pie plate, line it with good 
pie arpst and make a little wall an 
inch high of the paste around the edge. 
Fill this with o custard composed of 
tio chips of boiling water, two cups of 
sugar, four eggs, two lemons, grated 
rind and juice, a piece of bulter the sizo 
of an egg amd two tablespoonfuls of 


corn ptarch. Rab the corn starch 
smooth with a little cold water aod 
stir it into the boiling water in 


sauce pan. Cook until it looks clear. 
Have ready the sugar and butter rub 
bed together and pour the boiling mix- 
ture over ‘them. When nearly cold 
add the yolls of the eggs and the w bite 
of one and the grated rind and the 
juice of the lemons. Pour this mix- 
ture into your cases of pastry, and bake 
for half an hour. Beat the whites of 
the three remaining eggs stifly with 
three tablespoonfuls of fine white su- 
gar, and when the pie is set 5. yread ib 
ovex, the top, sprinkle it with sugar 
and return to the oven for a few, min- 


utes until slightly brown.

THE GREGORIAN CALENDAR. 


How and When the Present Thne System 
Was First Adopted, 
The present time measurement that 
is now used by nearly all nations is 
the memodeled system adopted by 
Julius Caesar in the year 46 B, C. There 
were 354, 360 and 865 days in the 
Greek year at different times. Under 
Numa the Roman year had 355 days, 
and there was so much variance be- 
tween the civil and astronomical year 
that the autumin feasts were celebrat- 
ed im the spring, and those of har- 
yest in midwinter, Every second year 
an extra month called Mercedonius was 
added. his month had no certain 
length, but was arranged by the pon- 
tiffs, as they saw fit, which naturally 
gave rise to corruption ankt fraud, in- 
terfering with the duration of office 
and the collection of debts, In order 
to restore the seasons to their proper 
months it was necessary for Chesar to 
make the year in which he inaugurat- 
ed the change contain 445 days. On 
the hypothesis that the astronomical 
year contained 864 1-4 days, he had 
each fourth year contain 366 days and 
the others 865. The extra day was 
added to the 24th of Bebruary, which 
was called Sexto-calendas,, being the 
sixth before the calendo, or first of 
March, celebrated in honor of the ex- 
pulsion of the kings The additional 
day was placed next to this feast and 
known as Bis-sexto calendas, 
But this year of Caesar was too long 
by 11 minutes and 19.96 seconds, oF

ABOUT THE HUMAN BODY, 
SOME QUEER AND INTERESTING 


Ingentous Devices Ry Which You Are Made 
to See, Hear, Move, and do a Grent 
Many Ov:hor Things. 

Few people are aware of the wonder- 
ful engineering skill and Ingenuity with 
which their bodies are constructed. 
patents were taken out for all the cley- 
er contrivances to be found there, they 
would probably keep the staff of the 
Patent Office going for three months. 

Who would think that in his eye there 
was a block and pulley, or “ tackle,” 
as the sailors call it, as complete and 
efficient as that with which a ship hoste 
her mainsail? There it is, however ; and 
whenever you look at the tip of your 
nose the muscle that moves your eye- 
ball works im it. ‘There are several of 
these pulleys in the body. 

Another clever dodge of Nature is 
shown in the bones of the face. Accom- 
plished engineer that she is, she al- 
ways uses the amallest quantity of ma- 
teial sufficient for strength. In mak- 
ing the bones of the face she wanted a 
large surface to which to attach the 
muscles; but, as she didn’t wish to en- 
cumber us with heads as heavy as an 
elephant’s, she burrowed hundreds of 
little holes in the bones, called air cells, 
and thus secured strength, large sur- 
face and lightness. 

In the same way she made the long 
bones of the legs and arms hollow in 
the middle. What asaving this is 
may be understood from the fact that 
a hollow shaft of bone or iron—or any 
other substance—is about twice as 
strong as a solid shaft containing the 
same quantity of material. 

When you get a severe cold you are

ANOTHER CUNNING DEVICE 


—the Eustachian tube. This tube is two 
inches long, and passes from the in- 
side of the ear to the back of the 
mouth. It was put there to keep the 
air at the same pressure inside the 
drum as outside, Otherwise there would 
be no vibration of the drum, and you 
would be almost stone deaf. When you 
get a bad cold this tube sometimes be- 
comes inflamed and blocked, and you 
are made quite deaf. 

‘Adam’s apple, if it was once that 
fruit that brought into the world all 
our woe, is now a useful organ. It 
serves as a sort of storage cistern of 
the blood for the supply of the brain. 
When the heart sends up tov much 
blood Adam’s apple Intercepts it, or part 
of it; and when the direct supply from 
the heart temporarily runs short, Ad- 
am’s apple gives up its store. 

The liver is a most wonderful organ, 
containing facilities of several kinds. 
But perhaps the most wonderful thing 
im it is that part set aside to look ‘out 
for and arrest poisons. 

(All the food that you eat, except the 
fait, has to pass through the liver be- 
fore going to the heart and body gener- 
ally; and in the liver there appear to 
be stationed something of the nature 
of customs offivers, who examine every 
bit of food and remove from it all sub- 
stances dangerous to the body. But they 
are only capable of dealing with the 
small quantities in ordinary food, and 
when you are so foolish as to eat pois- 
onous mushrooms or mussels, they are 
quite overpowered. 

‘Another protection from danger is af- 
forded you by the supply of a small 
quantity of hydrochloric acid to the 
stomach. There are little machines in 
the stomach specially designed for the 
manufacture of tms acid from the salt 
you eat, and they are so regulated that 

hey produce a quantity equal to one- 
fifth of one per cent. of the contents 
of the stomach. Exepriment shows that 
this is exactly the percentage required 
to destroy the microbes that we swal- 
low in thousands in our food. But for 
this thoughful provision of Nature we 
would probably get a new disease 


WITH EVERY MEAL. 


Most people know the use of the epi- 
glottis, which saves us immin- 
ent death every time we swallow a 
bit of food. At the back of the mouth 
the air p: and the food passage 
cross each other, and, whenever we 
swallow food, it would inevitably go 
into the windpipe and choke us, only 
that this little body »s down and 
covers the entrance. It is like the po- 
liceman who regulates the traffic where 
streets cross.

Nat- 
ure has taken good caro, however, that 
we should act run short of these use- 
ful organs, and has given us no less 
than 2,500,000 of them

Greece Hopelessly Defeated. 


The Powers Will Now Arrange the Terms 


of Peace. 


This week’s change in the war 
situation is a change for the worse, 
howeyer the friends of Greece may 
endeavor to sustain hope. It is a 
change for the worse, because it 
brings the Turk nearer to Athens, 
with no chance of repulse, and 
renders it impossible to mobilize the 
under any cireum- 
stances, without the consent of the 
Turks. We are again told that the 
powers are about to intervene, and 
alsothat they are not. The explan- 
ation of this probably is that certain 
powers are secretly negotiating 
with the Porte, while others have 
as yet taken no defiinite action. 
But the powers will intervene, and 
promptly. They cannot do other- 
wise with safety. They cannot per- 
mit a Turkish occupation of Greece. 
The peaceful entry of the Turks 
to Folo in the absence of any de- 
fending force was a foregone con- 
clusion, and its inhabitants who 
have remained are fortunate in hay- 
ing the presence of several toreign 
ships of war. The concentration ot 
the Greek army at Domokos is a 
military necessity in view of the 
superior strength of the force by 
which it is confronted; and which 
may at any moment renew the at- 
tack in obedience to the Sultan’s 
orders. What reinforcements the 
Athens Government may be able to 
send to the front cannot be in a pro- 
per condition of armament and or- 
ganization to take the field against 
victorious Turks, so that the resist- 
ance to be offered can only be look- 
ed on in the light of a forlorn hope.

WAR NEARING THE END. 


THE CONFLICT BETWEEN GREECE 
AND TURKEY, 
Mard Fighting at Velostino—Crown Princess 
aud the Mob—The Stampede at Lartasn 
Critical Poattion of the Greek Royal 
Family. 

The London Daily Chroniclo’s cor- 
respondent at Pharsalos says:—The 
Turks attacked Velestino junction on 
Tucsday night, with four squadrons of 
cavalry anda ‘battery of horse artil- 
lery. The large force of Greeks there 
easily beat the Durka off, but not be- 
fore they had displaced half a dozen 
rails and out the telegraph wires. The 
latter were replaced, and on Wednes- 
day the train service was resumed. 

THREE TIMED REPULSED. 

“Fighting was renewed on Wednes- 
day night, tut without special results. 
On Thursday mightthe Turks assembl- 
ed in great force im the direction of 
Velestino, and made an attack before 
dawn, but were successfully repulsed. 


Three times in the course of the morn- 
ing was the attack repeated, each 
time from a different direction, and 
each time the result was a repulse. Ap- 
parently it was intended that these at- 
tacks should be simultaneous, but this 
plan failed, owing to the Iack of pro- 
per organization. The Turks, how- 
ever, pushed the attack with the ut- 
most determination for six hours, and 
only abandoned the attempt to seize 
the junction about noon.” ‘ 
PREVESA ATTACKED. 


‘A despatch to the Daily News from 
Constantinople says that the Greek 
fleet has attacked Prevesa. The com- 
mander of the garrison has asked for 
provisions, but adds that he can wait, 
if necessary, a little longer.

The change of Ministry is an eloquent 
Sign of the weakness of King George, 
especially his accepting M. Ralli as 
Premier for the Greek leader, when 
summoned to confer with his Majes- 
ty, addressed him in an offensively 
bimnt manner. The King replied with 
dignity, but lp was forced to swallow 
his pride. It is the general impression 
that M. Ralli is aiming at something 
higher than the Premiership, but his 
acceptance of that office is held to have 
placed him in an invidious position. A 
reat viotory might make him a popu- 
ar idol, but a defeat, which is more 
probable would cover him with odium, 
and he would be overturned as a false 
prophet.

JOHN TROY FOUND GUILTY OF KILL-

Almost four years passed away, 
and it had become generally accepted 
that the McLeod murder would pass 
down as one of the mysterious ones 
which would not out, when it was all 
cleared up in a most remarkable man- 
ner. Some months ago a convict con- 
fessed to the warden of the Kingston 
penitentiary that he it was who shot 
Angus McLeod. The Attorney-General 
was motified, and he delegated Detec- 
tive Rogers to enquire into the matter. 
In an interview with Troy the detective 
warned him that any statement made 
might be used against him. 

Four witnesses were called for the 
prosecution. Detective Rogers, who 
ave evidence of the prisoner's confes- 
sion; Mrs. McLeod. widow of the mur- 
dered man; Dr. Leonard, who held the 
post-mortem; and Mr. Glynn, of Sar- 
nia, who recognized the prisoner as the 
party he had sold a revolver to. 

The prisoner was placed in the box, 
when his testimony created a sensa- 
tion. He said the confession made to 
Rogers was false in the main. He did 
not deny his guilt , ‘but said that 
Hughes and Penn were both with him 
at Leod’s house. When he entered 
the house he had no intention of com- 
mitting murder. In reply to a question 
by the Judge, he said it was the state 
of his health that induced him to make 
the confession. He grew quite eloquent 
in describing the tortures he endured 
while in solitary confinement in the 
penitentiary. 

Neither counsel for Crown nor de- 
fence addressed the jury. The learned 
judge said he would make a special re- 
port of the case to the Minister of Jus- 
tice and the Attorney-General, and 
have them pass upon it. 

The jury retired, and in a short while 
returned froma verdict of guilty. His 
Lordship reserved judgment until to- 
morrow, 


STEAMER LEONA ON FIRE, 
Sixteen Persons Burned or Smothered Be- 
low Decks, 

A despatch from New York says:— 
The Mallory Line steamer Leona, which 
left her pier on Saturday, bound for 
Galveston, put back, and arrived in 
port on Sunday, sixteen persons having 
perished. The dead were steerage pas- 
sSengers on the steamer who succumbed 
in 4a terrible struggle during a fire 
which occurred off the Delaware capes 
at an early hour yesterday morning. 

The horror of the story can hardly 
be detailed. Those who are dead were 
penned up below decks, and although 
frantic efforts were made by the offi- 
cers to save them, the fire had such 
terrific headway before the danger was 
discovered that all escape was cut off, 

The steamer carried amongst her car- 
go many bales of cotton, It is not 
certain how the fire originated, but 
when it was discovered it burst forth 
with such fury that it was impossible 
to reach the steerage, even when the 
steerage passengers apparent! were 
unmindful of the danger or else the 
smoke and flames bad not reached 
them The saloon passengers were 
first aroused and in such a manner as 
to occasion little alarm. When it be- 
came apparent that the fire had cut 
off the steerage passengers, the cap- 
tain and his men poured great quan- 
tities of water down the ventilator and 
eight of the steerage passengers final- 
ly succeeded in making their escape.

THE MAY GROP REPORT 


WHAT THE ONTARIO DEPARTMENT 


OF AGRICULTURE SAYS. f 


The Weather During the Past Winter and 
Early Spring-—HMow the Live Stock Is 
Looking at the Presont Time—Appear- 
ance of the Clover and Fall Wheat. 

The following is taken from the Mny 
Bulletin now being issued by the On- 
tario Department of Agriculture on the 
condition of crops and live stock in the 
Province on May Ist: 

THE WEATHER 

The past winter was milder than usu- 
al. December was the only month be- 
low the average, having been ten de- 
rees colder than the average of the | 
brevious fifteen years. March was sev- 
eo degrees warmer than in two pre- 
vious years, and April was four de- 
@rees colder than in 1896. 

The rainfall of the six months No- 
vember to April was above the aver- 
tze and the snowfall bew’, Luc both 
together, (the total precipitation) were 
15.20 inches, compared with 15.44 in the 
previous year, and 15.72 inches, the av- 
erage of the previous fifteen years. 
March and April had an extra amount 
of rain by over 1.5 inches. The snow- 
fall averaged 62 inches, but there was 
® great variation, from 16 inches at 
Woodstock to 144 inches at Owen Sound. 
There were heavy frosts throughout the 
Province on April 19th and 20th. 

VEGETATION. 

\As May opened it was considered by 
the majority of correspondents that the 
Season was hardly as adyanced as usu- 
al, but it was thought that as there 
had been plenty of rain there would 
be rapid growth when the warm wea- 
ther came. In most parts of the Pro- 
vince there was a good bite of grass 
for sheep and young cattle, but live 
stock generally had not been turned 
out to pasture. Fruit buds on trees 
were ready to burst into bloom, and 
gooseberries and currants were nice- 
ly leafing. Very little sowing of spring 
crops had occurred, owing to the wet 
and rather cold weather prevailing, 

LIVE STOCK. 

Taking a general survey of the field, 
live stock may be sai@ to have come 
through the winter in good condition. 
Horses are perhaps’ a little thin, but 
apart from odd cases of “distemper” 
they have been almost completely free 
from disease. Cattle haye also done 
well, although in the desire to husband 
fodder some of the animals were al- 
lowed to get too lean. ‘Two or three 
cases of disease were complained of, 
but these were evidently due to local 


conditions. Sheep generally are in 
excellent condition, end lambs are 
abundant. Seme cases of scab, how- 


ever, were reported from York and 
Victoria, and elsewhere one or two 
complaints of a different ailment. 
Swine have not done as well as usual, 
Many litters have been lost. In Es- 
sex and other Lake Erie counties there 
was an outbreak of hog cholera, and 
Rear anions from that district leu to 
other cases appearing in parts of Lamb- 
tan, Middlesex, Oxford, and York. The 
disease appears to have been promp' 

ly stamped out. c 

FARM SUPPLIES. 


There was a good supply of hay in 
the hands of farmers in the fall, but 
various causes led to large sales to 
pressers and liberal feeding to live 
stock, and except in a few sections here 
and there there is but little more hay 
than is necessary for local emergencies. |

A PROPHECY FULFILLED. 


ANGE PREDICTION ABOUT THE 
SCOTCH EARLDOM OF MAR. 


— 

Worked for 300 Yeonrs—Ut Has Exist 
Keen Fulfil n This Coutury—7 
Prediction Came Trac Only Twelve 
Years Ago. 

Some persons haye gone so far as to 
say that the “prophesies” of the Old 
Testament fvere written after the 
event that were “foretold.” That is as 
may be, but there are some prophecies 
not in the Bible, that are known to 
have been fulfilled; and what with the 
extension of printing and typewriting, 
it seems probable thut hereafter either 
there will be fewer prophecies, or that 
their fulfillment will be spotted with 
nealness and accuracy. One of these 
fulfilled prophecies of more or less mod- 
ern time relates to the Scotch earldom 
of Max, and is eminently worth review- 
ing. 1 ‘ 

in the first place the earldom of Mar 
is very old. The British House of Lords, 
having done some hanky-panky busi- 
ness with itin 1866, giving it toa per- 
son that all Lhe Scots lawyers said was 
not entitled to it, in 1885 reconsidered 
their motion, to some extent, andcon- 
firmed the title upon the rightful 
claimant, but cut off about 400 years 
ofits age. The title really dates from 
about 1014, when Donald, mormaer of 
Mar, fought at the battle of Clontarf 
in freland, when Brian Boroihme was 
killed, In 1866 the earl of Mar died, 
ond the Earl of Kellie claimed the 
title by virtue of a deed given by 
Mary, Queen of Scotland, in 1565; no 
Scots lawyer believed in the claim, 
but the House of Lords gave the title

Tn 1885 the Lords decided that the ori- 
ginal title belonged to Mir, John Fran- 
cis Erskine Goodeve-Erskine, but they 
dated it back only to 1404 “or earli- 
er.” 

The original earldom was _ very 
wealthy, so much so that the crown of 
Scotland seized upon its lands when- 
ever it could. From about 1435 to 1565’ 
the crown held the lands, and four 
younger sons of the Scotch kings 
were created earls of Mar; but in each

the wife for nearly fifty years of John 
Austin, an English lawyer, who, in’ the 
opinion of Lord Brougham, had the 
finest legal intellect of his time. 

Ho lacked, thowever, the qualities 
which win success, and failed as a writ- 
er, teachor and practitioner of law. He 
died in 1859, destined, apparently, to 
remain unknown, or to be remember- 
ed as aman of great talents whose 
life was resultless. Tein years later 
his name became one of the most prom- 
inent in the history of English law. 
“A woman was the leader of the deed.” 
Mrs. Alustin made her husband famous 
by publishing his ‘Lectures on Juris- 
prudence” in three volumes. 

Wives who make their husbands usu- 
ally keep in the shade, standing under 
the shadow, of the man’s name. Mrs. 
Austin modestly claimed only to have 
edited her husbaind’s writings. What 
she really did was to collect all her 
husband’s writings—an old ‘aw-book 
qu} of print; a few lectures to which 
few, had listened when delivered; hun- 
dreds of marginal annotations in books 
he had ead, and scores of scraps 
scrawled in an almost illegible hand. 
These she put together with such lit- 
erary skill that they grew into the 
rational system of jurisprudence which 
worked a revolution in the study of 
English law. 

The wife and mother was enabled to 
do this great work because she had 
been interested in her hitisband’s stud- 
ies, and for fifty years his constant 
inspiration. They spent their days in 
an almost unbroken tete-a-tete. He 
read and talked to her on the legal 
subjects which engrossed his mind, and 
accepted such assistance as she could 
render. ~ 

There was nothing masculine about 
this appreciative, Be pai wife; en the 
contrary, she was so feminine that her 
friends spoke of her as ‘‘the most wom- 
anly of women.” Her literary labors 
were abundant, and earned for many 
years most of the Alustin daily bread. 
The best menof the time, Englishmen, 
Frenchmen and Germans, frequented 
her fireside. Giuizot wrote to her as 
a son to a mother, and aiscussed with 
her his statecraft. Bentham, Macau- 
lay, Mill, Southey, Jeffrey and Glad- 
stone were also among her corres- 
ponents. : viye A 

(But the delight of associating with 
prea and goud meu, and of hearin 
her writings praised, was subordinatec 
to heir one ambition—to be John Aus- 
tin’s helpmate. Her distinction is 
that she realized her idea of helpful 
wifehood. P

DECLINED THE ARMISTICE 


TERMS ON WHICH THE TURKS WILL 
END THE WAR. 

No Truth in the Report of the Macedontan 
Insurrection—The Greek Army Falling 
Rack. 

MACEDONIAN INSURRECTION. 
The Turkish Government declares 
there is no truth in the report that 

4,000 Macedonian insurgents have cap- 

tured the pass forming a part of the 

principal line of communication with | 
the Turkish army, that they are ad- 
vyancing towards Elassona, and are 
preparing to unite their forces with the | 
bands under Daveli, Zermas, and other 

Macedonian chiefs. According to the 

Porte all these statements are abso- 

lutely without foundation. 

GREEK ARMY FALLING BACK. 

The Greek army in Epirus has been 
compelled to fall back upon Arta, but 
continues to occupy a few positions be- 
yond the bridge. The Greek losses at 

Griboro were 558 killed and wounded, 

83 being officers. It is stated that the 

Government has ordered the forces in 

Thessaly and in Epirus to remain 

strictly on the defensive. 

THE INDEMN{TY. 


The sum of £16,000,000 (Turkish) is

POPULATION OF THE PLANETS. 

Billions of Worlds of Which 
the Same. 

The discovery of the philosopher’s 
stone, supposing that phrase to imply 
a working scheme for transmitting an 
inferior metal into gold, would probab- 
ly produce nothing beyond a period of 
terrible economic confusion, or perhaps 
a@ vast and disastrous, because over-rap- 
id, transfer of property; but the at- 
tainment of certainty that sentiment 
begins with corporeal incasements, act- 
ing by effort and not by pure volition, 
existed in any other planet, would only 
enlarge the range of human thought 
and the force of the human imagina- 
ation. Such a certainty would either 


increase to an extraordinary degree the 
reverence for the Creator—for we are 
all so limited that we reverence pow- 
ers which we see exerted more than 
powers which we know in theory must 
exist—or would compel materialists to 


revise and widen their whole theory 
of the relation of matter to mind, it be- 
ing evident that sentience could exist 
under conditions hitherto deemed im- 
possible. 

There are certainly milllons, and pos- 
sibly billions, of worlds of which no 
two are the same, and if sentient be- 
ings were found past question in one 
other world than ours, the presumption 
that they existed under a variety of 
conditions, and probably, therefore, in 
a variety of forms practically unlim- 
ited, would become so violent that to 
reject the theory would soon be re- 
garded as an evidence of a foolish pop- 
ular habit of disbelief in the unseen. 
Man has some internal dislike to be- 
lieve that limited beings with sentience 
can exist under conditions other than 
his own, and habitually assumes that 
a world without air is a dead world, 
or at all events an empty world; yet 
there is no proof that the ether, which 
we know to be everywhere. 


CANNOT SUPPORT LIFE, 
oro that circumstances of which we 
know nothing may modify either its 
aes Ae cold or the effect of that 
cold. 

In Mars itself, there is some potency 
at work which, to the despair for the 
moment of terrestial science, produces 
warmth where cold ought to reign per- 
manently supreme.

What warms the air is 
unknown, but it is warmed past all 
question or doubt, andall arguments, 
therefore, as to the inevitableness of 
cold in other worlds must be pronounc- 
ed imperfect, as are also those which 
show the impossibility of sustaining cor- 
poreal life. All we can say with cer- 
tainty is that if sentient beings with 
corporeal frames exist in Mars, the re- 
lation of the lungs to the body cannot 
be identical with their relation in man, 
which, as we are aware of fishes, is not 
an impossible exercise of the imagin- 
ation. 


MONASTERIES OF THESSALY. 


Perched High on the Rocks and Reached by 
Scaling Ladders, 


Between the curve of the Macedonian 
frontier of the mountains of Khassia 
and the open town of Kalabaka, which 
terminates the long western plain of 


Thessaly, lie the monasteries of Met- 
eora. A casual glance gives the idea 
of the whole space being occupied by 
lines of bare hills, but on a nearer in- 
spection a curious amphitheater is 
found, carved out among the moun- 
tains, and this is occupied by a most 
extraordinary collection of rocks, on 
which ure perched—like storks’ nests 
or the turban on a Turkish tombstone 
—the aerial monasteries of Meteora. In 
one place a huge monolith is found lit- 
erally crowned with buildings, as in 
the case of the Monastery of All Saints, 
popularly known as Haglos Barlaam ; 
in another a group of jagged rocks 
will have one point capped by a mon- 
astery, as is seen in St. Nicholas. ‘The 
most striking feature about these mon- 
asteries is the method by which they 
are reached, either by loose ladders 
hanging outside the perpendicular 
rocks or by being wound up by means 
of a windlass in a net at the end of a 
rope. From its beautiful position, its 
size and the fair preservation of its 
buildings, Lhe Monastery of Haglos Bar- 
laam is a very good specimen of these 
fifteenth century monasteries, But 
what makes this one of special interest 
is that the rope is said to be the long- 
est used for the purpose—340 feet. The 
ladders to this monastery are not so 
difficult to climb as some, but, inas- 
much as they pull out every time you 
grip them and oscillate frightfully, it 
is pleasanter to risk the net. The Mon- 
astery of Haglos Nikolaos appeared to 
be in a totally dilapidated condition and 
entirely deserted when we visited Met- 
eora, while the ladders, which are seen 
in the picture rising from the neigh 
boring vak, and banging from the 
bare roc were impracticable, All these 
monasteries are under the Archiman- 
drite, a man of corm iding presence 
and eaintly countenan The village 
of Kastraki is jammed in between the 
outer rocks of this curious amphithea 
ter, and im the slit of this rocky wall 
at the back of the village stands a most 
peculiar hourglass-looking m: jolith 
The rocks on either side are perforated 
with strange holes, which in the four 
teonth century were inhabited by the 
monks of Anthony

The following information relative to 
Farmers’ Institute has been issued by 
the Department :— 


The annual meeting of each Farmers’ 
Institute will be held this year on Tues- 
day, June ist, on which date the 
directors and auditors for the ensuing 
year will be elected. Before 1896 the 
goyernment grant to each institute was 
dependent on the report sent to the 
Department of Agriculture at the close 
Of the year. It now depends on the re- 
port given at the annual meeting, a 
copy of which must reach the superin- 
tendent not later than Juno 20th, 1897. 
The grant will be paid on recommenda- 
tion of the Superintendent to the 
Minister of Agriculture, as soon ascon- 
venient after July 1st. On Dec, 3ist, 
1895, the total institute membership of 
the province was 11,020; on June 80th, 
1896, the memership was 12,884; al- 
though only four months of this year 
haye elapsed, the membership is 14,228. 
From Dec. Ist, 1896, to May 1st, 1897, 
about 490 institute meetings were held, 
the yarious sessions of which were at- 
tended by 110,758 porsons. 

The delegates sent out delivered 2,990 
addresses.

A Railway Strike! 


How They Settle Disputes of this Kind in 
the North. 


A correspondent writes to the Ban- 
croft Times of a recent “ strike” on the 
Irondale, Bancroft and Ottawa Rail- 
way, and the offective manner in which 
the trouble was quelled, He says: 


The employees of the Trondale and 
Bancroft Railway for some reason or 
other seized all the rolling stock, con- 
sisting of a fine engine and a number of 
carriages and freight cars, and refused 
to allow them to be moved until their 
demands were satisfied, keeping posses- 
sion for seyoral days and stopping all 
traftic, the managing director, Mr. O. J, 
Pusey, being absent. On his return he 
came to Bancroft, and requested the ser- 
vices of Police Magistrate Cleak who 
proceeded with him to Baptiste station, 
the locality of the strife, arriving at 
midnight on Monday last. A consider- 
able number of men were found gathered 
around the cars, apparently keeping 
watch, late or early as it was. After 
Swearing in some special constables, as 
something of a riot was expected, the 
magistrate accompanied them and Mr. 
Pusey, who ordered the constables to 
take possession of the train. At first 
some opposition was shown and the 
production of their authority demanded, 
On Mr. Pusey referring them to the 
magistrate present. he (the magistrate) 
pointed out to the men the illegality of 
the proceedings, that if they had griev- 
ances they could not thus inconyenience 
the public, that any one making resist- 
ance would be arrested, but that by tak- 
ing friendly advice extreme resources 
were not desired by thecompany.

furnished to the Times by an English 
volunteer who was injured in the stam- 
je. He tells this story: 
_ “The Toreign Legion was stationed 
in barracks at Larissa till the night of 
Wednesday, the 2ist inst. They had 
been at Larissa for a week, and were 
beginning to feel impatient at the de- 
lay in moving to the front. The or- 
der to maréh was given at midnight, 
and all set out in high spirits, little 
knowing what was before them. ‘The 
march was a terrible one. The road 
was rugged and covered with stones 
of all sizes, and there was not a man 
in the Legion whose fect were not blis- 
tere Many were left by the way as 
they could not walk another step. 
“When daylight came on Thursda’ 
they had arrived at a point on the left 
of the Greek position at Mati. 

THE TURKISH BATTERIES. 
opened fire shortly afterward. The For- 
ego Legion, however, was posted in 
a very safe position behind some rocky 
heights, the ‘Turkish shells passing over 
the heights and falling some distance 
to the rear.

Their terror increased as 
firing was heard in the outskirts of the 
town and the Turks were believed to 
be near. Most of the officers and sol 
diers in the train got out a -Velestino in 
order to proceed at Pharsala. When we 
arrived at Volo we found 1,000 persons 
at the station anxious to discover 
whether their friends were wounded 
or dead.

A DYING CONVICT. 


Musgrave tho Once Famous Insurance 
Swindler, Passing Away in Indiana's 
Penltentlary. 


Benjamin R. Musgrave, who was sent 
to the Jefferson, Ind., penitentiary for 
trying to defraud insurance companies, 
is dying. He was an Englishman by 
birth and a spendthrift by nature, 
Having squandered all of his inherit- 
ance, he resorted to various schemes to 
raise money to maintain his extrava- 
gant mode of living. 

After travelling extensively he lo- 
cated temporarily at Chicago and en- 
gaged in the brokerage business, but 
made no money, and, becoming deep- 
ly involved, determined to make a 
raise at the expense of insurance aom- 
panies. 

aving become enamoured with Kate 
Burton, he took her into the scheme, 
and insured his life for $35,000 in sev- 
en different companias. Three of the 
Policies were payable Vo the seductive 
Kate, amounting to $15,000. The other 
four policies, calling for $20,000, were 
made out in favor of bis mother. 

Another accomplice was Charles 
‘Trout, wie wided Musgrave tn procur- 
ing a skeleton of Parsons, & Co., of St.

He then sent for ‘Trout to come and 
bring & number of former acquaint 
ances from Torre Haute to visit him 
in his retreat, in order that they 
might be able to subsequently proyp 
his presence at the cabin when the!

culminate. That night the cabin was 
burned, and the next day ‘rout call- 
ol attention to the chanred bones of 
the skeleton that had been removed 
from the vidise and plaved on the rude 
bed to indicate that aj human being! 
had perished in the mysterious fire 

A K. of P, watch charm, with the 
letters ““B. R. Musgrave,’ was found 
on the brenst-bones of the scorched 
skeleton, But as no buttons or trace 
of clothing, and not a vestige of flesh 
could be discovered, the facts of the 
swindle were grimly apparent, 

Musgrave returned to Chicago and 
sought to dinguise himself by coloring 
his hair, raising a beard, and altering 
his ayy Yance in every way possible, 
and kept in hiding.

But little 
cooking is done. ‘The natives Jive on 
dry fish, stored up in summer, or on 
raw frozen tomcod caught through the 
ice by the women in the winter. This, 
with seal oil, blubber and seal meat, 
constitutes the entire diet, Knives, 
forks and spoons are unknown, The 
men find an excellent substitute in 
their first and second fingers, which 
they dip into the tray of seal oil and 
lick with gusto. ‘The women  Us6 
three fingers, and the children all 
four.

of the family, or families—for they 
crowd into one hut as many as possibly 
can find sleeping room—a platform, 6 
feet long, is constructed, the ontire 
width ot the woom, midway between 
floor and ceiling. Here boys and girls 
rest their limbs in months of slumber, 
the floor being reserved for the older 
folk. Upon entering the room the Es- 
kimo carefully brushes from his cloth- 
ing every particle of snow. Then, tak- 
ing off his artiga, he sits nude to the 
waist, chatting until bedtime, Bedtime 
is any hour when the elders of ‘ tho 
household ferl like going to bed. When 
that time arrives, all clothing is re- 
moved and the family retire to their 
deerskins. Extreme filth troubles the 
Eskimo not at all, Vermin he rather 
likes than dislikes, although there is 
no limit to all things. When his artiga 
becomes unbearable, he hangs it out- 
side the hut on a cold night, and. the 
trouble is remedied. 

The habits of these people vary con- 
siderably in different districts, Espe- 
cially is this difference noticeable be- 
tween the Alaskans living on the coast 
and those less fortunate confined to the 
islands. There is a distinct variation 
in appearance, habits, mode of building 
construction, personal decoration anc 
clothing. Whereas, on the mainland 
the Alaskans live in villages of 100 or 
200 inhabitants, in separate one-room 


underground divellings, on St. Law- | 
rence Island, for example, and  else- 
where in the Behring Sea, they live 


in large above-ground buts of an oval 
or round shape, the interior of which 
is divided by svalrus hides into & num- 
ber of sleeping apartmenta, In the 
centre is left a large living room, used 
aa well for stormge.
